The Romans paid little heed to 
these requests, but instead they re- 
minded the Jews concerning how 
very weak they would be as a Jewish 
army. The Jews replied, saying, 
they would not make war on Rome 
but that they would all die before 
they would permit the faith of their 
fathers and the laws of their God to 
be profaned. They thus threw them- 
selves on the ground before the ap- 
proaching Roman army, saying they 
were ready to give up their lives, but 
not their religious convicitions. 

In this incident we have the re- 
corded actions of a people, whose 
religion was much more than mere 
expediency. Had these Jews been 
weak at this time, had they given in, 
they would have been wiped out as a 
race and long ago forgotten. But 
instead of being a forgotten race 
their record has become an inspiring 
example of heroic faith and true 
courage. No race can be indifferent 
to the laws of the Eternal and evade 
annihilation. . 

Ignorance is never a valid reason 
for indifference, Sitting in the sun 
results in sunburns.

Turned up some old magazines 
from 1932 and found them full of 
the Lindbergh kidnapping case. The 
sense of outrage, anger and pity 
seems to have been stronger then 
now, about the crime. While there 
was a good deal of concern about the 
recent kidnapping when a child also 
died, it didn’t seem to have stirred 
people so much, although the crime 
was equally as serious, and means as 
much now as it did in 1932, 

It is possible that there is so much 
death as the result of carelessness 
on the highway, so much death in 
the civilian population as a by- 
product of war, so many people killed 
by chance, so many considered per- 
centages in tremendous national or 
world totals, that sympathies are cal- 
loused and compassion is dulled, 

It seems, at the same time, be- 
come more compassionate towards 
criminals, that they have less com- 
passion left over for the victims. 

It is right that people should give 
thought to how criminals are han- 
died and penalized and they should 
give time and thought to policies 
which will reduce crime; but it
